AS TO MANUFACTURING. 

Manufacturing varies much accord- 
ing to the articles made, though in 
general it iw very quiet. Steel and 
iron business shows distinct improve- 
ment with increasing orders. Rus 
ness of cotton and woolen mills is 
only fair. The manufacturers in dif- 
ferent sections who have orders for 
war contracts are exceedingly buay. 
Furniture business in Michigan, 
Northern Indiana and Chicago is alike 
dull. Paper mills are running only 
three-quarter time. Cement factories 
and those making bricks and tile re- 
port only fair business. The oil in- 
dustry as a whole is exceedingly dull. 
There is very little demand for rail- | 
road ties. 

Because of abundant feed and tow | 
Prices, the raising of livestock is a 
growing industry in all sections of 
the country. The foot and mouth 
disease seems to have been entirely 
stamped out for the time being and 
the campaign of sanitation and vaccin- 
ation against hog cholera has had 
decidedly favorable results. Hogs are

QUIET TILL SPRING, 


“Although it is possible that the 
voleano is simply conserving its 
energy for another outbreak,” con- 
tinues the report, “the indications are 
that no further eruptions are likely 
to occur at least until next spring 
when another influx of snow water 
may cause a slight disturbance.

BERLIN (via London) Aug. 38.— 
Further progress of the Austro-Ger- 
man forces which are attempting to 
cut off the retreat of the Russians 
was announced today by the War Of- 
fice. The statement says that Serock, 
at the mouth of the Big, north of 
Warsaw, has been occupied; forts 
near Novogeorgievsk have been cap- 
tured; the Germans have oceupied the 
east bank of the Vistula near War- 
saw, and to the south the Russians 
are being driven back by Field Mar- 
shal Von Mackensen.

VALUABLE AMERICAN WOODS, 


England Has to Come Here for 
Bleck Walnut for Gun Stocks and 
Other Woods for Acropiane Frames. 
{Hardwood Record:] 4 London 
visitor among Chicago lumbermen 
represents the British government as 
purchaser of certain woods for export 
to supply the War Department. He 
came to America in April on the Lasi- 
tania. His principal business in this 
country is to procuré walnut for gun- 
stocks and other woods for aero- 
Planes. The available supply of 
European walnut is exhausted and 
American black walnut must now 
meet the demand. This wood is not 
only supplying the British gun stocks, 
but it ia the principal wood now in 
use for aeroplane propellers. 

That important use of black wal- 
mut is the latest, and it is likely to be 
a large one if the war continues to 
spread and e continued long. 
wood is not so strong as some others, 
including hickory and maple, but it is 
probably stronger, weight for weight, 
than any other wood suitable for pro- 
pellers. In bullding atrereft the 
elimination of weight is an important 
consideration, but lightness must not 
be secured at the expense of strength. 
Walnut is also a highly elastic wood, 
and that quality is needed in a pro- 
peller, which must run at high speed 
and under enormous strain while 
transmitting perhaps 100 horte power 
from the engine to the air. 

Still another quality is peculiarly 
valuable in the exacting service which 
an aeroplane must do. Walnut does 
not splinter when struck. If it breaks 
at all, it breaks clean. That quality 
comes in good play when a warplane 
is under fire. Bullets are likely to 
strike every part of it. The propeller 
is particularly vulnerable, because it 
cannot be protected by armor or any 
other device, but ts a shining mark for 
every bullet almed. If struck, the 
bullet passes through, leaving only a 
mall hole; but if the propeller is of 
wood liable to split and splinter, a 
bullet might tear away a piece of 
sufficient size to cripple the machine. 
Walnut, after being well seasoned, 
has little disposition to shrink and 
swell. The propeller is exposed to 
rain, snow, foe and dampness of every 
kind, but walnut holds its form and 
runs true. 

American ash, hickory and spruce 
are the chief woods in the frames of 
British aeroplanes. Hickory goes 
across the sea in the form of long 
logs, straight and faultiess. Those 
now being shipped for the British 
War Department cost $60 a thousand 
feet on this side, and the freight 
across the sea costs $100 more. The 
freight is thus seen to amount to 
much more than the hickery costs in 
New York: but so urgent ts the need 
that the British government willingly 
pays the freight. Once again hickory 
is proving ite right to the name in- 
dispensable wood.“ The quality which 
is required for aeroplane work is 
about the same as is used for sucker 
rods in pumping deep oil wells; that 
is, the best hickory that grows in the 
American forests. 

The ash used lsof a corresponding- 
ly high grade, and ke hickory it 
serves as frame material, forming the 
skeleton over which the canvas is 
stretched. 
The typical West Virginia spruce 
grows in thin ground, often upon vast 
beds of broken stone covered with 
moas, and with scarcely any visible 
soll. The best ie found at altitudes of 
3500 to 4600 feet on the mountains 
surrounding the interlocking sources 
ef the Potomac, Kanawha and Mo- 
nongahela rivers. The growth is slow. 
the tree trunks straight as plummets, 
and with limbs only at the extreme 
tops. The wood is straight-grained 
and remarkably free from knots and

The old Hapsburg experienced it 
when he saw his crown in the hands 
of the Hungarian Tisza, whom he had 
invited first jike an equal. But not even 
this plan succeeded. Servia was on 
the lookout. It was a treacherous, 
bloody fight, which went on for sever- 
al years. On one side gallows, tor- 
ture, violations and destruction; on 
the other conspirationsa, bombs and 
daggers. , 

THE CROWN PRINCE'S MURDER. 

The murder of the hereditary Prince 
Ferdinand broke the delay. Austria 
found herself obliged to take action. 
We do not mention how Germany, 
who, for complex reasons contributes 
to agsravate the situation and per- 
haps to determine the way out. Aus- 
tria had to renounce to itmpoverish 
other people (as she had already re- 
nounced after har defeat in Lombardy 
in 1859) or she must risk all for all 
in the same way she had to risk in 
1859. But to conquer in 1859 was 
the same as to enlarge the reign of 
Lombardy and to subjugate Piedmont 
and to stretch her hands to Geftoa. 
From Genoa she threatened Marsetlle. 
To conquer in 1914 signified crushing 
the Balkanic Piedmont, Servi. and 
arriving at Saloniki tn order to dom- 
inate the east. Austria preferred this 
second way out She risked all for all. 

And now we come to the Green 
Book. In the treaty of the triple al- 
Hance, the case was foreseen. The 
treaty, which had suspended the not 
completely decided Italo-Anstrian 
question on this side of the Adriatic, 
opened another question, not less im- 
portant, perhaps, for the other side 
of the Adriatic. Italy was ready. un- 
fortunately, to renounce the treaty, 
to resolve het question of Trente, 
Trieste and Zara. But she could not, 
in any case, consent that the Palkans 
should become Austrian, because the 
equilibrium would be compromised. 
So the pact was signed in the seventh 
afticle, “noli me Tangere.” It could 
not be otherwise. We had already 
made the great sacrifice of renounc- 
ing our irredental territory in order 
to guard the Itallan unity. This is 
the truth. 

THE MENACE TO ITALY. 


The day in which Austria would 
have been able to become overpower- 
ing. she would certainty have turned 
her arms against Venice, Verona and 
Brescia. Austria had expressed this 
wish several times. She had declared 
it through the mouth of Gen. Con- 
rad, and she had declared siready the 
same wish during our war of LAbia. 
when she sent her navy to prevent 
the Duke of Abruzzi from continuing 
his work in Prevesa. Her fault was 
her indecision. She was undecided if 
it was better to move war against 
the nations who once had been her 
vassals, or against the people whom 


she was on the point of losing, being | 


attracted by a new Piedmont. She 
wanted to declare war first on Italy, 
but the events made her change her 
direction toward Servia. But if behind 
Servia t ‘was Russia and with 
Russia, for a complex system of all- 
ance, France and Engiand, on the 
other side there was Italy! 

Italy, in virtue of the treaty of the 
triple alliance was in war with Aus- 
tria from the day in which Austria. 
tearing the treaty. had bombarded 
Beigrade. Italy protested, and if war 
aid not dak out then, ft was only 
for the sake of peace. Italy entered 
the triple alliance to keep her inde- 
pendence and for the sake of peace. 
For thirty @ears Italy had suffered 
the part, not of an equal, but of an 
inferior. She saw Austria annex Bos- 
nia, Herzegovina, and Germany the 
French Kongo. In order to take Tri- 
poli, Italy was obliged to make 
transactions by contract with France 
and England., who were not her al- 
lies. Every day had brought her a 
new humiliation, and every night had 
hidden a treachery from her. 

THE FINAL CAUSE. 

Italy, with her national spirit still 
in formation and with her territory in 
turmoll like her heat, had borne for 
thirty years thie alliance and. as we 
have already said, borne also the last 
offense, the war of the Balkans. She 
bore it. but asked a compensation. It 
was foreseen. If Austria had hed a 
clear view of things she would have 
yielded to Italy, and Italy once for all 
would have given up Trieste. The 
Hon. Sonnino announced it officialy. 
The Italian unity would be, perhaps, 
finished once for all. But Austria 
made this last blunder. She had in- 
tended to place her foot in two stir- 
rups, Saloniki and Trieste. It was im- 
pawible, and for this reason we de- 
clared war. I have not yet touched 
two pointe—the psycologic motive. 
apart from the political ones, exposed 
in our Green Book, which have pushed 
the Italian people to war, and the 
reason of Germany's enmity for Italy. 
If our country does not call us to the 
front at once, as we hope and wish, 
with all our hearts, we shall resume 
these considerations another time.

AN ABUNDANCE OF ALUMINUM. 


Is Found in Practically the Common 
Rocks, But is Derived From Bauxite 


for Commercial Purposes. 

[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] Alumi- 
‘num ie the most abundant of metals 
and ranks third among the elements 
which compose the crust of the earth, 
being exceeded only by oxygen and 
silicon. It is an important constitu- 
ent of all common rocks except cer- 
tain sedimentary rocks, as sandstone 
and limestone. It is never found na- 
tive, or in elementary form, but oc- 
eurs as an oxide, hvdrous oxide, 
fluoride, phosphate, sulphate silicate, 
or other compound. The only source 
of the metal so far commercially ut- 
Nied is bauxite, an ore that contains 
50 to 60 per cent. of alumina (the 
common oxide) this corresponds to a 
metallic tent of 26.5 to 81.8 per 
cent. of minum. 

The consumption of aluminum is 
constantly expanding. and aside from 
ite use in the manufacture of cook- 
ing it is being employed in 
the construction of automobile cast- 
ings and of welded tanks used by 
brewers, preserve manufacturers and 
fat renderers and for wire for power 
tranemiasion lines. Other uses which 
are important in the adaptibility and 
efficiency but which absorb only a 
small portion of the domestic product 
are the manufacture of powdered 
metal used as a paint pigment and 
in making aluminum foil. Aluminum 
foil is gradually displacing tin foil, 
which heretofore has been used for 
wrapping cheese, candies, tea 
and other products.

A careful canvass of the valley 
places the estimate of bean acreage 
at 4000. Putting the yield at the 
conservative average of ten sacks per 
acre, this will produce 40,000 sacks.

His re- 
corded utterances prove that he pos- 
sessed, in addition to his - divine 
earnestness, a divine common sense. 
Jesus knew nothing of the Chris- 
tlanity of dialectic, of ecclesiasticsem. 
or of sentimentality. His was the 
Christianity in action; the religion of 
the roadside, of the city’s busy streets. 
“The world is sick and tired of the 
thelogies and religious organizations. 
It wants religion, pure and undefiled, 
that goes into the office, the factory, 
the kitchen and the street, and makes 
life sweeter, purer, more worth while. 
For this reason it has seized upon the 
Flowing words of the Master, simple, 
practical, instinct with life, and run 
them into the virile, popular language 
of the day.

LIGHTED 
AT NEW ALTAR. 


PRETTY EPISCOPAL CHURCH IS 
DEDICATED AT PASADENA. 
— 
Bishop Johnson its Central Figure 
at Services in Building Designed 
by His Son and Bullt as Result of 
Two Years of Missionary Effort on 
the Part of the Rector. 


Pride swelled the bosom of Bishop 
Johnson yesterday morning as he 
stepped to the pulpit of St. Mark's 
Episcopal Church, Pasadena, to make 
the dedicatory address. For this was 
the first time Since he came to Call- 
fornia, nineteen years ago that he 
had dedicated a church, cesigned and 
built by his son, Reginald D. John- 
son, prominent architect of Pasadena 
and designer of the Harvard Unl- 
versity chapel. 

The church is the result of two 
years of missionary effort on the part 
of the rector, Rev. Albert L. Hall, who 
started with a small Sunday-school 
and now has 110 communicants. It 
is a beautiful structure, built on purely 
California lines, similar in many re- 
epects to the old missions. 

The interior ts finished in a rich 
Pereen, with walle of gray. The cell- 
ing is heavily beamed, colored a warm 
green, like the chancel. The aud 
torlum has a seating capacity of 200, 
the building being taxed to the limit 
at yesterday morning's service, while 
many stood outside the door. 

This ts the fifty-third ‘church Bishop 
Johnson has dedicated since he came 
to California. There were only twenty- 
nine clergymen the diocese when 
he came here in 1896, and now there 
are 129. But of all the churches he 
has seen founded during his ministry. 
the bishop ia proudest of little St. 
Mark's, because of the personal inter- 
est taken in the work by his son.

ESTWARD, HO! 
More important to the people, the real 
people who carry on the work of the world, 
than the ultimate victory of any nation or 
nations through the might of military ar- 
mies will be the readjustments that must 
follow the war exhaustion of Europe. And 
possibly in ten years’ time it will be seen 
that the rivalry—the generous, friendly ri- 
valry—for the only prize worth striving for 
while the war was in progress was between 
North and South America, so that whether 
pompous peace terms are dictated from 
Paris or Petrograd or Berlin or London or 
Constantinople, the final sififting of civil- 
ized centers will be settled by the farmers 
and merchants and engineers represented 
in Washington, Buenos Aires, Valparaiso 
and Rio de Janeiro. 

For a great moral, and finan- 
cial revolution will follow the close of the 
war, and the remedies for the disaster that 
will by then have paralyzed the progress of 
Europe will come through the further de- 
velopment of the agricultural empfres of 
the western continent. The natural advan- 
tages, the untapped resources, the mineral 
wealth, the as yet uncultivated farm lands, 
the conditions under which Ute can be 
lived most worthily and most successfully, 
have for long been pointing the way west- 
ward; the one consequence of Europe's 
breakdown not to be deplored is the tre- 
mendous advertisement that will be given 
to the parts of thé western world at pres- 
ent insufficiently developed, the arid lands 
in our own Western States and the rich 
pampas, plains and forests of Argentina, 
Chile and Paraguay. 

Here are the regions where a war-ex- 
hausted world can recuperate its strength 
and retrieve its losses. Capital will be 
lacking for the complete conduct of Pu- 
rope’s industries, all old-time trade relations 
will have been demoralized, and what is 
worse for the belligerents, they will suffer 
from a dearth of labor. While the capital 
squandered on one side of the globe has 
been conserved on the other, the employ- 
ment made possible by that conserved capi- 
tal will attract the best labor into the chan- 
nels it controls. So a wonderfully increased 
activity may be expected in the West of 
North America and an urfprecedented devel- 
opment of virgin soils over thousands of 
square a in the southern half of the 
continen 

Both conquerors and conquered in Fu- 
rope stand to lose—that is the saddest fea- 
ture of the war; its hope lies in a better 
realization of the vast treasure-house of 
nature that has so far only contributed a 
tithe of what it could contribute to the gen- 
eral stock of this world's benefits and bless- 
ings.

By checking the storm waters in our 
rivers, conserving them where possible, and 
distributing them where necessary, we can 
fill at once the two chief offices of civiliza- 
tion. We can save the vast expense of con- 
stant dredging to keep Los Angeles Harbor 
clear of the silt and sand washed down by 
the winter rains, and distribute that silt, as 
rich as the famous delta soll of Lower 
Egypt, where it can fill in the miles o 
brackish swamps between Long Beach and 
Balboa, thus creating a new agricultural em- 
pire along our southern seaboard. 

Then, in the upper reaches of the San Ga- 
briel and the Los Angeles rivers and their 
numerous tributaries we can, by dams and 
reservoirs, save millions of gallons of storm 
water during the wet season, to be yptilized 
during the summer months on thousands of 
acres as yet outside any recognized irriga- 
tion disfrict. 

This has rightly been called the age of 
concrete. The armies in Furope have in a 
few months’ time built hundreds of miles of 
solid concrete ditches and tunnels that will 
be absolutely valueless when the war !s over. 
At far less expense all our Southern Callfor- 
nia streams could be confined in concrete 
beds instead of running wild, as they do at 
present, over vast areas of sand, rock and 
rubble. And these channels can be so ar- 
ranged that every excessive flood will wash 
the silt from the mountains into convenient 
basins, far away from our harbors, for the 
enriching of waste and uncultivated lands. 

What Seuthern California has already ac- 
complished is amazing to those who knew 
the country in its predevelopment days. 
Every advance has demonstrated the way to 
further improvements, and because we have 
never grudged money or effort in any worthy 
enterprise Los Angeles has become the rich- 
est county in the west of America. The need 
for controlling our untrammeled rivers is the 
present job in hand. What further problems 
will follow the completion of this great work 
will be tackled as cach in turn appears. 
Every forward movement sees us the more 
capable and better fitted to accomplish 
mightier projects. 

A ship canal to Los Angeles, so that we 
can load and unload ocean steamers from 
warehouses in the heart of the industrial 
districts, will not seem so extravagant a 
scheme in ten years as it may appear at the 
present. It is by no means a more dificult 
project than the Manchester ship canal,

USSIAN PODAND NO DONGER. 
It is an abstract principle of interna- 
tional justice rather than a maxim of inter- 


f national law that unless as a conquest of 


war, confirmed by treaty, the transfer of 
territory from one sovereignty to another 
should be with the consent of the people. In 
the treaty of Prague (1866) In the union 
of the Neapolitan provinces in the Kingdom 
of Italy, and in the union of Savoy and Nice 
to France the right of the inhabitants to 
decide on the proposed transfers was ex- 
pressly reserved. On the other hand the 
annexation of the Transvaal to England was 
made under an order in council which au- 
thorized the measure if it should be agree- 
able to the legislature or a sufficient portion 
of the inhabitants. No such assent was 
given by the people and the acting govern- 
ment of the South African republic firmly 
protested against the annexation. But Great 
Britain annexed the Boer country all the 
same. | 

Poland will doubtless pass to Germany 
as conquered territory, but if the future 
status of Poland could be determined by a 
plebiscite of its people there is little doubt 
that next to absolute independence they 
would prefer to become a German rather 
than a Russian suzerainty. 

There is less loyalty to country among 
the people of Russia than among those of 
any other nation in Europe. Indeed, most 
of them hate the foufteenth century meth- 
ods of government which still prevail at 
Petrograd. “The reason why the people of 
Squankum dislike Deacon Brown,” said a 
citizen of the village, “is because he has 
got so many winnin’ ways to make folks 
hate him.”
